The bill was introduced on a 


day during which the House is 
scheduled lo vote on another bill 
lo give the counties an additional 
$1.5 million in stale funds for 
expendilurc on secondary roads. 


The House today adopted a re- 


solution lo sel up a similar five- 
man committee to make a study 
of slale parks and lo develop a 
plan for improving them. 


Both committees would report 


back to the J%3 legislature.

DETROIT (AT"—Unless the stu- 


dents of today learn to live in the 
world of tomorrow they faee an- 
nihilation in a glohnl holocaust. 


High 
school 
principals 
from 


across the nation accepted this 
grim premise today in considering 
sweeping proposals for greatly 
strengthened programs in the so- 
cial studies. 


A position paper submitted by 


a special committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Secnndaiv- 
School Principals, convening here, 
put it bluntly. 


"Preparing students for living 


in this and the 2lsl century de- 
mands a kind of social studies in- 
struction which their parents and 
teachers never experienced." the 
committee said. 


"The very existence of mankind 


today depends upon man's control 
of his social environment. Man 
must use his vast new sources of 
power for constructive purposes. 
The alternative is the creation of 
a global holocaust." 


The term "social studies" is 


usually interpreted to moan such 
subjects as history, geography, 
economics, sociology, civics and 
the like. All deal, in general, with 
man's relations with his fellow- 
man. 


The position paper has been 


distributed to more than 5,000 
principals attending the conven- 
tion. It is a tentative draft, but 
only minor revisions are expected 
before it comes up for approval 
by t h e 
convention 
delegates 


Wednesday. If approved, it be- 
comes association policy. 


The position paper calls for re- 


quired 
courses 
in 
the sodal 


studies in every year of the jun- 
ior and senior high school, and 
for every student, whether college 
bound or not. 


For students able to handle the 


work, the committee recommend- 
ed elective courses at every level. 
High school courses in this area 
might include courses in U.S. for- 
eign policy, contemporary prob- 
lems in economics, or history of 
Latin America and the Far East.
